the convict prisons and hospitals on 
Welfare Island were retained by 
Tammany Hall for decades after they 
were totally unfit, and it was only 
100 years after the penitentiary was 
built that Tammany Hall was com- 
pelled to move to make a change. 

*“‘No provisions whatever have beea 
made to replace the Tombs or city 
prison. Very little has been done to 
correct the abuses that exist there. 
The Tombs, according to an author- 
ity is ‘incapable of any satisfactory 
enlargement and hopelessly out of 
date.’ The City Prison of Brooklyn 
remains almost in as bad a condition 
as that of Manhattan. No provisions 
have been made to build new district 
jails.

decisions rendered last term, and 
four written opinions were rendered 
ih cases argued then. Petitions for 
review of sixty-five new cases were 
refused, as contrasted with the 
court’s announcement that fifteen 
such presentations would be _ re- 
viewed on their merits, since they 
dealt with controversies within its 
jurisdiction. 

Probably the most important of 
the cases to be reviewed is that 
brought by the Radio Commission to 
test out its authority to regulate the 
time that radio broadcasting sta- 
tions may be on the air. The Gen- 
eral Electric Company succeeded in 
the District of Columbia Court of 
Appeals in setting aside an order of 
the commission attempting to regu- 
late the time its station WGY at 
Schenectady, N. Y., could broadcast. 

None of the ‘four opinions ren- 
dered by the court was of outstand- 
ing importance. 

Three of the cases which the court 
refused to reopen, involving taxes 
on corporations, have attracted wide 
attention. 
Oregon, Washington, the American

The statement of Senator Smoot. |

Borah, representing the opponents 
of the pending tariff bill, to place 
the responsibility for the siow 
progress of the bill on the majority 
members of the Finance Commit- 
tee is nothing short of prepos- 
terous. 

During the six weeks the bill has 
been before the Senate, Republi- 
can members of the Finance Com- 
mittee have consumed relatively a 
small portion of time in debate. 
This the records will clearly dem- 
onstrate. Senator Borah is more 
than unfair when he attempts to 
transfer this responsibility to ma- 
jority members of the Finance 
Committee.

| to any other group. 

Therefore I repeat. when Senator 
| Borah attempts to blame the ma-

Tt is several weeks since an in- 
dignant Republican Senator made a 
speech in the Senate on “ The High 
Cost of Delay.” It was the old story 
about business and industry stop- 
ping in their tracks until they knew 
what the new tariff was to be. 
Every day's postponement of action 
meant heavy lesses. Merchants and 
manufacturers were wholly unable 
to make plans for the future while 
the Senate dawdled. It would be a 
reproach to the Republican party 
and a severe blow to President 
Hoover if the Senate did not soon 
zird up its loins and press the tariff 
bill to enactment. 


Well, the Senate is still making 
motions like debate, and business is | 


going on as if, in general, it did not 
care a straw about the tariff. Ap- 
parently the Sonate has wearied the 
country out. There is no marked 
enthusiasm for the tariff bill, just as 
there is no really violent opposition 
to it among the people—except an 
appearance of both is here and there 
artificially created. No popular sen- 
sation is provoked when the Repub- 
lican leader, Senator WATSON, de- 
clares that no bill at all can be 


passed during the special session of | 
Congress, and that no man can tell | 


whether one can be passed in the 
regular session. 
seems to have become stale, flat and 
unprofitable. People turn from it to 
think of other things. 

From a partisan point of view the | 
plight of the Republican majority in | 
the Senate is pitiable.

| THE JADWIN PLAN. 


| Scheme of Flood Control Held to Be 
| Based on Wrong Premises. 
| To the Editor of The New York Times: 

THe Times editorial of Oct. 4 
“Opposing the Jadwin Plan’’ re- 
flects a genuine knowledge of the 
flood problem. 

The basis upon which the Jadwin 
plan was built is wrong. It assumes 
that the floods form at Cairo, whereas 
many small floods originating in the 
tributaries and source streams com- 
bine into great floods at Cairo. 

It assumes that the surplus drain- 
age from the Spring rains should be 
treated as a liability to be gotten rid 
|of as quickly as possible. That sur- 
| plus is the year’s water supply and 
in every practical way should be con- 
served, controlled and utilized. 

There are serious problems of 
power, irrigation, steam-flow regu- 
lation and of soil erosion in all the 
valleys of the tributaries. The Jad- 
win plan makes no provision for| 
those problems. 

Thus far everything man has done 
in the great valley has had the effect 
of destroying nature's provision for 
the retardation of the drainage flow. 


The forest have been cut out, the 
grass mat destroyed, lakes and low 
places have been drained, and in 
every way the enormously important | 
national asset of a year’s moisture| 
supply has been helped to be a waste} 
and a destroying agent. 

Each section of the valley sees only | 
its own local problems. Each Senator | 
and Congressman is influenced by sec- | 
tional considerations.. Comprehensive 
vision and large economic goal are 
wholly lacking. 

The best we can hope from Con- 
gress is the adoption of a broad na- 
tional waterways policy under which 
a goal can be set up by competent 
economists for the guidance of able 
engineers in comprehensively plan-, 
ning continuing works for the con-| 
servation, control and utilization of, 
the rivers and their tributaries.

Dear Sir: 

The incoming Mayor will not only

that a proposal by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company to have the Long 
Island Railroad pay a larger sum 
than it does at-present for the use of 
tunnel and terminal facilities in the 
New York area he denied, and that 
the status quo be maintained, at 
lcast until a compromise proposal is 

‘ubmitted and held to be reasonable 
and fair. 

The Long Island Railroad is owned 
hy the Pennsylvania, and the com- 
nuters have held that the move on 
the part of the railroad is largely 
one to place the Long Island in u 
nosition to say that its operating ex- 
senses are higher, in order to obtain 
°n inerease in fares. 

They also wanted the matter left 
entirely in the hands of the Transit 
Commission of the State of New 
York, but the examiner held that 
it came under the jurisdiction of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 
Says Pennsylvania Owns Facilities. 

Examiner Jameson took cognizance 
of this attitude on the part of the 
commuters and other’ interveners. 

“Broadly considered,”’ he said, ‘‘all 
the lines and facilities involved in 
this application are those of 
Pennsylvania. 

“But the rental to be charged to 
the Long Island is not an intercom- 
pany affair when the public is ma- 
terially affected as a result of the 
mount paid, and it is this considera- 
tion which forms the basis of the 
interveners’ protest.

Company as interveners. 

“The case is brought to issue,’’ Mr. 
Jameson said, ‘mainly because 
the matter of increased fares on the 
Long Island, but consideration of the 
questions of rental, degree of use 
and the like.. which are now pre- 
sented, should be studied strictly on 
the showing of fairness and reason- 
ableness, and should not be influ- 
enced by the contingency 
sized by the protestants, Fairness 
to the Pennsylvania in the matter of 
rental is as desirable as fairness to 
the Long Island.’’

By carrying 1,971,845,159 persons 
during the fiscal year ended June 30 
the rapid transit lines of the Inter- 
borough and the B. M. T. received 
a total passenger revenue of $98,- 
592,313, according to operating statis- 
tics made public yesterday by the 
Transit Commission. The figures 
showed a gain of 53,340,394 passen- 
gers over the fiscal year ended June 
50, 1928, and an increase of $2,667,- 
026 in passenger revenue. 

Taking into account revenue from 


other sources, such as advertising 
concessions, the combined operating 
revenue of the two companies was 
$105.087,274, a gain of $3,159,119 over 
the previous twelve months. 

The Interborough’s increased pas- 
senger traffic and revenue was reg- 


‘istered in the face of a decrease of 


2,689,410 passengers on the elevated 
lines, causing a passenger revenue 
decline of $134,470. The subway di- 
vision, with an increase of 34,753,338 
passengers, made possible. a passen- 
zer revenue $1,757,666 higher than 
that of the previous fiscal year. 


Decline on Elevated Lines. 


The Interborough subway lines car 
ried 932,446,803 passengers, compared 
with 348,569,124 on the company’s 
elevated lines. The B. M. T. lines 
carried 690,829,232 passengers, a gain 
of 21,276,488 over the fiscal year end- 
ed June 30, 1928.

The New York Railways Corpora- 
tion, principal surface-car operator 
in Manhattan, carried 115,145,921 
passengers, or 6,530,229 fewer than in 
the preceding fiscal yea: Its total 
operating revenue fell off $385,795. 

The Hudson Tube lines, according 
to the Transit Commission report, 
earried 2,537,905 fewer passengers 
than in-the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1928, and had a passenger 
enue decline of $106,791 after trans- 
porting 111,834,120 pe rsons. 

Figures for the fiscal year showed 
a decline of 5,610,075 in the passen- 
ger traffic of the Fifth Avenue C oach 
Company, which transported 61,672,- 
950 passengers, compared with 67,- 
282.025 in the previous fiscal year.

He said Bos- | 
ton was paying 8% cents per kilo- | 
watt hour, whereas Cambridge paid | 
only 5% cents a kilowatt hour for | 
electricity manufactured in Boston. 
The Stock Exchange, the Governor | 
of the State and the president of the 
Edison Electric Illuminating Com- | 
pany of Boston reacted in different | 
ways today to the State Public Utili- 
ties Commission’s refusal, announced 
last Friday, to permit the Edison 
company to make a _ four-faqp-one | 
stock split-up, poencing, the pay value 
of the shares from $100 to $25. 
Edison stock dropped 61 points at 
the opening of the Boston Exchange 
today, but later recovered almost half | 
of the loss, to close at $328, com- | 
pared with $360 at the close on Fri- 
day. The stock has been as low as 
$275.50 and as high as $440 this year. | 
Governor Frank G. Allen said he |
